The Electricoal Exhibition.

Electrical World: From the lafge num-
ber of applications which have been
made for spaca at the coming electrical
exhibition of the American institute, to
be opened on September 29, it is evident
that the display will be a most interest-
ing and varied one.

The exhibition will be specially strong
in 1ta showing of the possibilities of the
electric motor and its applications, all
the prominent companies engaged in this
work have applied for large space. An
extensive scope of work will be hrought
to notice, one company going even so
far as to undertake the manufacture of
{ts machinea on the premises.

Another motor company will show a
rew method of operating elevators di-
J0tly by an electric motor without in-
Jormittant gearing, Such an elevator
will be in operation in *the building. A
small electiric railway will also be oper-
ated in the building and a fally equipped
electric strect ear will be shown by one
of the motor companies,

What will undouktedly attract a large
ghare of attention in this department
will be the new pyromagnetic motor of
Mr. Edison, which it ia proposed to fin-
ish in time for the exhibition. Iln the
department of electric lighting severnl
incandescent and are systems will
be shown, among them one of low-
resistance incondescent Inmps in series.

Electricity to Run Newing Machines,

It was to avoid the necessity of belting
and atthe same time to do away with

“the g;emnce of an anxiliary machine on

the board for driving, that Mr. Philip
Diehl, of Elizabeth, N. J., conceived the
tdea of combining the motor and sewing
annchine into a practical ugit. The
motor is completely housed within the
fly-wheel of the machine and connected
directly with the driving shaft, so that
all F«urina: is obvinted., The mngnet
which consists of a singlo piece, is wound
with wire, eonnecled to two terminal
brushes. This magnet is permanently
fixed to the hub through which the shaft
pnsses. The armature is of the Gramme
type, and is held in position with the
rim of the wheel. The wires leading
from the periphery connect to the com-
mutator at the hub, and the brushes on
the magnets bear against the segment,

The wires leading to the motor pass up
through the hollow casting of the frame,
and are connected 10 nswitch by which
the machine can be started and stopped
at will. The fly-wheel is provided with a
eluteh or stop motion in connection with
the shaft, ap that it may be connected
with the Iatier, or turned loose, as la
common in sewing machines—the wheel
being disconnected from the shaft when
winding bobbins. This is accomplished
by the turn of a thumb-nut at the rear
end of the machine.

‘New Watchman's Reglater.

Electric World: A new watchman's
register has been designed by Mr. W, L,
Bundy and manufactured by the Auburn
Electric Clock company, of Auburn, N,

. Inorder to reduce the number of

arts and bring them to the simplest
orm the apparatus 18 so arranged that
‘all' the stations are operated by a single
set of magnerts placed within the register.
The watchman in mnklnf his rounds
sends in a registering signal by nserting
a peculiar shaped key in the station box
and turning it therein. As the key is
turned in the station box, the visit is in-
stantaneously recorded on s paper cial
inside the reguster cusa, either by punch-
ing the paper, or by Erlnting the number
in plain type upon the face of the same,
the time that the key is turned in the
station box being also plainly Indicated
on the dinl.

In order to control the watchman while
on duty, & superintendent’s alarm is in-
cluded in the register. This 18 8o
arranged that if the watchman does not
register his visit at each station n
g;oper time his absence is signaled at the

use of the superintendent. The alarm
also gives warning in case the watch-
man should be disabled from duty as in
the onse of interference from burglars.
In order to prevent the watchman from
tampering with the register, it is further
ATTAN that the opening of the door
ouls & little notoh in the adge of the dial
and thus indicates the time at which the
door was opened.

An important addition to the system is
the fire alarm attachment. Thia can be
operated cither by the watchman on his
rounds, or the alarm can be sent in auto-
matically by means of thermostats.
There is thus provided in the system
pomplete protection, The paper dial in
the nﬂiter can_ be removed each day
and filed away for reference.

A Primary Carbon Battery.

The bigh cost of the sinc consumed in
the primary battery has always stood in
the way of its more general adoption as
a source of electricity, and henco 1t nas
been the endeavor of manv to find a sub-
slitute less costly. Carbon initsdifferent
forms evidently presents a number of ad-
vantages, principal among which isits
chenpness. Electric eurrents has been
produced by the union of carbon and
oxygen In the past, but the, method em-
ployed have required a high tempera-
ture and hence entailed considerable
loss of energy in the forin of heat.

It is to avoid ghis that Mr. Witlard E.
Chase, of Auburn, N, Y., has devised a
form of cell in which the oxidation of
enrbon 18 affected without the applica-
tisn of heat In the usual style .of bat-
tery, earbon constitutes the in soluble or
negative electrode, but in the new cell
carbon is the positwa or soluble elee-
trode. .

Ono form of the cell consists of & glass
§ar eontaimng a porous cup, in which 18
plnced a condueting body ot hard car-
bon such as coke, The negative eleetrode
# & sheet of piatinum.

In the porous cup is placed au quantity
of carbon in comminnted form, previ-
ously moistened with sulphuric aerd. In
tho onter vessel is placed sulphurie acid.
A cell thus arranged will gave substan-
tinlly no enrrent, inusmuch as both elo-
maonts resist the action of the acid, To
the acid, however, chlorate of potash is
gndualfy added in small quantities, The
resdt of the reaction of the sulphuric
aoid and chlorate of potash is the forma-
tion (among other things) of peroxide of
chlorine c¢lo?, which is a yellowish-red
gns, and which permeates the liguid,
gradually turning it te a red color. For
practical purposes it is suflicient to ceass
adding ehlorate of potash when the acid
turps & distinet red. A reaction botween
the carbon and the peroxide of chlorine
will, however, begin as soon as the
peroxide permeates the porous cell and
roaches the earbon, and if the ad.lition of
chlorate be suspended, this reaction will
continue until the acid loses ity red hue,
when probably the chemieal atlinities be-
tweon the peroxide present and the ear-
bon are satistied. BSlore chlorate may
then be added.

100 feet from an ordinary candle frame,
Prof. Dangley's “bolometer' had already
surpassed the thermo-pile and galvano-
meter as & delicate means of detecting
heat-radiation. but the radia-meromoter
says the inventor, has about one hundred
times the sensitivencss of the bolometer.
The one hundreth millionth of a degree
of heat is within (he range of ita powers
of detection. The electric apparati® con-
siats ol & movable eircuit of copper, unti-
mony, and bismuth, hung by & quartz
fibre in & strong magnetic 'ild'

Interesting KElectrical Experiment.
Arkansas Traveler: At the Royal in-
stitution, London, Mr, Wimhurst has
exhibited an exceedingly interesting ex-
perimont, in which small type, plaged on
n disk revolving several thonsand times
a minute, was distinctly seen and read
while in motion. This was aceonplished
by means ot an electrionl arrangement,
which caused brilhant sparks to illumi-
nate the print at the exact instant ounly
when the type was vertical. But for the
huz:.inﬁ produced by the great velocity
of the disk the words would have been
supposed to bo at rest. This beautiful
application of the electrie spack, gives o
ready means of observing any and all
changes which may take place in_ either
matter or muchinery in rapid motion.
Long Distance Lighting.
Electrical World: Last week the towns
of Fishkill and Matteawnn, on the Hud-
son, were highted for the first time by the
Heisler long distunce system. The com-
bined circuits are over 18 miles in length,
the distance to the farthest lamp being
four miles from the station. A single
dynamo eapable of muntaining 100 thirty
e, p. lamps is driven by water-power nt
820 revolutions, candle vpower. Of the
lamps in use there are 44 of 30 candle
power, 138 of 20 candle power, and 1 of
45 eandle power, making id all 183 lamps.
The lamps are all in series, and require
a current of about 5 amperes. ‘L'he
cireuit consists of a Ne. 8 L. & 5. wire.

The Tide With the Electrician,

slectric World: As our towns and
cities advance in their ideas of urban
sanitation, comfort and conyenience,they
strive to supplant the horse railroad by
some better ageney, and the saperiority
of electricity is more and more manifest-
ing itsclt and being acknowleaged for
this class of work. We are not at all
surprised to find the Business Men's
ussociation at Buftalo reselving in publie
meeting against horse power, and ex-
pressing pleasure at the announcement
of an intention to adopt other methods.
This 18 but another indioation that the
tide is with the electrician, and that
though the geueral adoption of electric
motors for street railways may scem
slow, it is pevertheless sure. And, after
all, is the work slow? VWe do not know
of any other department of electricisy
tnat is brisker.

A Telegraphic Cipherer

A dapper young fellow, wearing fash-
fonably good clothes, and lounging idly
about the Long Dranch hotels during
the forenoons and evenings, is never
seen at the shore afternoons. He is then
at the races, and has curious employ-
ment there. Four times in as many years
have the pool sellers and bookmakers of
New York ecity been swindled by false
reports of the races. Shrewd rascals
have tapped their private wires, for-
warded wrong names, and so led them to
pay heavily on tickets previously bought
by confederates, his year the turf
ambles have jomned in self-defense.
The young man is employed to telograph
in cipher, independent of all other re.
ports, the names of the winning and
placed horses in every race. Until his
scoret dispateh is received no _money is
paid on tickets in any New York pool
voom. He was chosen for the service
very carefully, and is paid a good salary,
for it 18 in his power to mislead his joint
employers ruinously; and to further
guard against his falsity he and his
friends deposited 203,000 with a com-
mitiee, the money to be forfeited in case
he plays a trick.

Opportanity for Motors,

Wherever power is wanted in the
vicinity of an electric light or power
station, there is a chance for the motor,
and although in o few loculities water
power reigns supreme because it 1s
cheap, yet. taking the country—the pop-
ulous centers—as a whole, the eleetric
motor leads to-day as the machine for
furnishing power to the best advantage
to all but the largest consumers of it.

Worms That Eat Steele Rails,
Cologne (iazette: The existence has
just been discovered of u dotestible mi-
crobe which feeds upon iron with as
much gluttony as the phylloxera upon
the vine. Some time ago the greatest
consternation existedd among the engi-
neers employed on the railway at Hugen
by the accidents occurring always at the
same place, proving that some terrible
defect must oxist either in the mauterial
or the construction of the rails. ‘The
German government directed an mqniry
to be made, and a eommission of sur-
veilanee to be formed for the purpose of
maintaining constant watch ut the spot
where the accidents—one of them uttend-
ed with loss of lhife—nh:.d occurred. It
was not, however, until six months had
elapsed that the surface of the rails ap-
peared to be corroded, as if by acid, to
the extent of 100 yards. The rail was
taken up and broken, ana it was literally
hollowed out by a thin gray worm, to
which the gualifieation of “‘railoverous”
was assigned, and by which name it is
to be' elnssed 1n matural history. The
worm 15 said to be two  centimetres in
length and of the size of a prong of a
silver fork in circamforence. It isof a
light gray eolor, and on the head enrries
two little glands filled with a corrosive
secretion which is ejected every ten min-
utes upon the iron. 'This higud renders
the iron soft and spongy, and of tha
color of rust, and 1t is  then gradually
davowered by the insect.  “There is no
exaggorntion,'’ says the oflicinl report of
the commission, *‘in the assertion that
this ereature, for its kind, 13 one of the
most voracious, for it  has devoured
thirty-six kilograms of rail in o fort

night."
